Toledo, Aug. 28 (/Pi— Two Toledo brothers who have worked a 
com bined total of 45 years for the New York C entral System here 
face dism issal from their jobs because they are conscientious ob­ 
jectors to union membership. 
T heir religious beliefs, they contend, prevent them from joining 
the B rotherhood of Locomotive Firem en & E nginem en. as required 
by a union shop agreem ent betw een the NYC and the railway 
unions. 
One of the m en, Cornelius H D elam otte, a hostler w ith 22 years 
of service, already has received notice his em ploym ent will end 
Septem ber 8 . A sim ilar notice is e x a c te d to be sent to his brother, 
C harles, w ith 23 years of service, w hen he returns from vacation. 
B oth m en are m em bers of a religious group w hich carries no pub­ 
lic label, h as no set creed and no m inisters. It has been referred 
to as th e Plym outh Brethren. 
B elieving in a strict and literal interpretation of the Bible, the 
m en base their refusal to join the union on this verse appearing 
in St. Paul's Second Letter to the C orinthians, 6:14: 
‘ Be ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers, for w hat 
fellow ship h ath righteousness w ith unrighteousness and w hat com ­ 
m union h a th light with darkness?" 
T he com pany granted C ornelius a hearing in w hich he was given 
an opportunity to pay the in itial assessm ent for joining the union.

Washington, Aug. 28 </Pv—A new 
and less benevolent American policy 
toward India appeared certain today

American officials made no secret 
of their bitter disappointment at 
India’s public denunciation of the

Plan Separate Treaty 
J n New Delhi, Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru told Parliament 
today that India will sign a sep­ 
arate treaty with Japan as soon 
as Japan has achieved independent 
status.
